d — thoroughness snd accuracy of the exploratory 
and geological investigations of the late Dr. G. M. 
Dawson, at one time a member and later Director 
of the Geological Survey of Canada, a monument 
is to be erected by Mr. Fentey Hunter, of New York, 
U.S.A, on the bank of the Liard river in Yukon 
territory. 

Mr. Hunter’s desire to pay this tribute to one 
of Canada’s worthy and unostentatious officials WSI 
conveyed to Honorable Charles Stewart, Minuter 
of the Interior, and through him brought to the at¬ 
tention of the Privy Council. An Order in Council 
was passed setting aside a parcel of land as the site 
of the memorial, which will closely conform in design 
to the general style adopted by the Historic Site* and 
Monuments Boards of Canada. 

The site is on the right bank of the Liard river 
immediately north of the boundary between the Yu¬ 
kon territory and the province of British Columbia, 
a point difficult of access and moots from regular 
routes of travel.
